She &ska to be guaranteed againat the in- 
cursions of the Afghans whoae prod!\tory 
tribes for coi.turios hiivu ravaged tlio fiuii- 
tiera of Morv and Turkestan which coun- 
tries have now passed undue the Russian 
yokei' The plan proposed is to allow tho 
Afghaua to fortify the defiles and passes 
at one end whde the Russians shall have 
the right to fortify the passes at tho other. 
This, practically, would be closing tlie 
passes and renderini; communication with 
either country dillicidt if not impoaaiblo. 
Perhaps, as the Central Asia tribes are 
a rough lot of nomads, given to plunder- 
ing raids and cowardly attacks on sleep- 
ing hamlets, a policy of non-intercourae is 
the best that can bo adopted for that part 
of tho world. There may, however, bo 
strategic or political roasoiia why tho pro- 
position cannot bo entertained; but there 
is a growing belief that the questions at 
issue will shortly bo settled in a inamier 
satisfactory to the Motlier Country and 
her interests in India. The Political Oor- 
respondence of Vienna publishes a letter 
from St. Petersburg in which it is en- 
deavored to excuse the recent conduct of 
Russia towards Afghanistan. Tlie writer 
Says that tho Russian government refuaea 
to believe a rumor which wan circulated 
by the Agence Hayas, and which aacriboa 
to Lord Salisbury the intention of aullling, 
in agreement with Ibe .\meer of Afghan- 
istan, a line of deniarcalioii beyond which 
the Russians are to be re(ii;!rod to pro- 
mise that they will not treapasa. Russia^ 
adds the writer, oiui accept no fanciful 
boundary truced in the sands. .The fron- 
tier that wdl check her invasion of Cen- 
tral Aiiia must be a rational one, based on 
ethnographical, geographical and strate- 
gical conditions. Such a frontier might 
be arranged by England and Ruasia in 
concert, but not by lOngliind in more 
agreement with Afghanistan, and any 
sohente like that imputed to Lord Salis- 
bury would compel the Russian govern- 
ment to contract (he conceaaions 'iiade to 
Mr. ( i ladatone a caUinol , and as a fiirllier 
result would doubtless brin'j; lUiaaia ami 
England to war. The letter proceeds: 

l5ur tirat stops in Central .Vaia were uol 
urged by any policy hoatilo toward Eng 
land, and from tirat to lust we have endea- 
vored to prove our giKul will towanl that 
country. Wo have expanded, as other 
powerful nationa expand, being 
onward by tho force of circnniatanoua 
Having turbulent, predatory tribes on our 
frontiers, we had to defend ourselves 
against tlieni; niul it was not our fault if 
events proved that there wts no method 
of reducing these liibes to good behavior 
except that of aiine.xing their territory. 
In Central Aaia aubjugation ia impossible 
without annexation. Wo have iliacuvorud 
this as we went along; but it would be a 
mistake to confound a p(dicy which is the 
result of e.xperience and the otitcnnio of 
necessity with a policy of long matured 
premeditation. When Hngland took alarm 
at our annexation of the i^hauaies it was 
with the utmost .sincerity that >ve gave 
assurance that wo had no intention of ad- 
vancing further. Wo ahuuld not have ad- 
vanced if it had been poaaible, in view of 
our interests and those of the populations 
surrounding us, to remain stationary. 
But it must bo remembered that nniny 
tribes which formerly lived by brigandage 
were forced by us to abandon their mal- 
practices, and thereupon they conckidotl, 
of their own accord, that it would be bet- 
ter for them to live mnler oin- protection. 
This was the case with the Merviana. The 
English, meanwhile, taking oll'tnae at 
every move we made, and misinterpret- 
ing our policy of civiliKation as one of 
aggressive ambition, did not succeed in 
provoking us to enmity. Lord Beacona- 
Cold sought to put needless difliculties iti 
our way, but wo did not transform our 
policy into one of hostility; and wo were 
iitjually long auU'ering in face of Mr. (!lad- 
atone's alarms and demands. There wim 
a great panic some weeks ago, with a great 
deal of rhodomontade. Finally, Mr. 
Oladstone was constrained t<j see that we 
were acting in good faitli and were willing 
to make any reasonable concesaiona. But 
the concessions which we made to a min- 
ister of .conciliatory disposition we should 
not make to one who ventured to bully or 
dictate. Regarding our future advancca, 
we can say no nujre th.in we have aaid in 
tho past. We shall inevitably be driven 
onward I ill wo have reached a point the 
strategical position of which will give us 
ample security for what we hold. We 
are ready to seek this point in concur- 
ronce with England, but we cannot allow 
England to Kx for ua according to her 
own ideas of our intereata and hera the 
limits beyond which we shall ;iot go. 



there has been no eflort made to incite 
the people to rebellion, and the man who 
should attempt to do ao would bo an ob- 
ject of pity rather than resentment. 
Business in some branches ia duller than 
it was last year; but the misery and 
dist.tess which are so evident in Toronto 
and other eastern cities are never met 
with here, and the country ia fairly prua- 
pcrous.

In support of this 
we point to tho numerous substantial im- 
l)rovenients tlnit"aro going on in every 
direction, and the nnmy industries that 
are being successfully prosecuted in this 
city. A rospoctablo journal like the IMail 
ought to be ashamed tu indulge in such 
groundless diatribes in misrepresentation 
of a country and people who are entirely 
satisfied with the situation of afl'airs and 
intend to go hand in hand witli the pro- 
vinces oaat of tho mounlaina in working 
out tho problimi of confederation.

A few days age a cannon waa cast ;it 
New York which, it ia believed, ia the 
biggest piece of ordnance ever built in the 
world, putting in the shade anything over 
made by Krupp.

The wrecked ateamor Enterprise lies 
about fifty yards from shore in Cudhoro 
bay and at low tide about half of tho boat 
is out of water. At about four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon hawsers were carried 
aahoro from the wreck and an attempt 
was nuide to hoacli her high enough so 
that she would be out of water at low 
tide. All etlbrta were in vain, however, 
as it waa evident that a heavy atr.iin on 
on the wreck would pull iier to pieces. 

The ahore is strewn with wreck- 
age and considerable freight and luggage 
is piled up above tide water. Many of 
the paaseiigera of the doomed boat visited 
the wreck yesterday in the hope of finding 
iirticlea still misaiiig. The interior of iho 
wreck presents a sight of indeacribable 
confusion, dead cuttle are strewn about 
among bo.\e8, bales, sofas, chairs and a 
mass of debris. In the cook house the 
remains of two deadChinanieti are reported 
to have been found, but no other bodiea 
have aa yet boon diacovoruii.

Sir Matthew liaillie Begbie, chief jus- 
tice, accompanied by Mr. P. Al Irving, 
returned Tuesday from the mainland cir- 
cuit of the assizes, embnicing the towns of 
Farwell, Donald and al! the ICootoiiny di-s- 
trict, so'mti as far east as Calgary. In 
conversation with Mr. Irviu;,' relative to 
tho now country, u Colitui.sl repurier 
gleaned several interesting facta. 

From present indicatiuiis Farwell is to 
be the great omporiiim of tho interior, 
and is growing rapidly. It enjoys the ad- 
vantage of being at the head of navigation 
on tho lakes, is at the crossing of the Col- 
umbia by tho N. P. 11., is the starting 
point for Moberly creek and all tho udjii- 
ceiit mining country in the Dig lieiul. It 
has a magnificent site for ;r. city, and the 
streets are beuntifully laid out, being uni- 
form throughout. A groat "boom" is ex- 
pected at Farwell, as the rich inintinc 
strikes both south and north must surely 
give the town an impetus to growth and 
ini[)ortanco hardly roaliz-od at this time. 

The railroad is prooresaiiif/ rapidly to- 
ward Donald, the east cros.siiig of the Co- 
lumbia, and i.s within -7 miles of that 
place. .'Vftor tho high bridge is completed 
in September it ia espeoted that the road 
will be pushed ahead at the rate of one 
and a half milea a day.- 

The lesideiitH of Calgary, acroas I he 
mountains, are not over pleaaed with llieir 
isidation, uiid deaire to l:ic annexed lo 
British Columbia, so lhal llitiy may enjoy 
proviucial riglils. Among them vvn.i 
found Mr. Hardesty, for many years pur- 
ser on the ill-futed steamer Unterpriae 
He says they want luxalion with lopro- 
aenlation.

On tho assembling of tho court at 11:I!0 
a. ui., Mr. liott proceedutl to address thu 
court on behalf uf the prosecution, stat- 
ing that it wa.t largely owing to the ef- 
forta of tho Hon. Jlr. (ioude, solicitor- 
lieneral of the U. ~S., that the evidence in 
the case had been su carefully prepared. 
Counsel then road an eshauative argu- 
inunt prepared by the aolicitor-general 
based upon thu law.i of extradition and 
applied to tills case, quoting from Haw- 
king, Blackatone, Eaat, Wharton and 
pther eminent writers. Tho aolicitor- 
general hold that tho otloncu uf the pris- 
oner was comprehended within all the 
recognized ilefiiiitiutis uf forgery, as given 
by English and .\niorican writers. Ho 
referred akso to the law of nations us Ini- 
poaiiig u duty to surrendur fugitive criiii- 
liials, and dwell in ulotjuent terms upon 
tho cordiiil relations exiatiiii; between 
Great liritain and thu United States, 
which were cuineiited by the refusal to 
harbor each other's criminals. 

Mr. Mett siippluiuoiitod tho aolicitor- 
goiieral'.'j arginnont by luiinoroua rofor- 
onooa lo the atatiitoa and decided cases ro 
.larrurd, 4 (lularlo reports; re Hall anjire 
Phipps, S iiiitarin appeal reports, and nu- 
nieronu other uiitboritiea. 

Mr. Walls tolluwed on behalf of the 
l.'nitad States goveriiiiicnt, summing up 
in a very alile manner,

'I'he true to.at of whether the 
orders .signed by prisoner wore false 
docuiiieiita or not was whether the United 
States would he bound to pay them in the 
hniida of innocent parlies wlio had given 
full value for them, which ([uestion coun- 
sel conaidured was hardly open to argu- 
ment. .■Mthoiigh agr<ulng with solicitor 
gonoral (ioode's remarks concerning the 
good feeling existing bet^^•cell the two na- 
tions he would remind that learned gen- 
lleniaii that It was the fault of tho.-Vinori- 
caiis themaolves that Canada had become 
a haven for defaulting bank cashiers and 
similar characters, as Elrigland and Can- 
ada had both paaaed atatules which only 
wanted the assent of the United States to 
a proper treaty to bring into operation, 
providiiig for the surrender of criminals of 
every class down to tho absconding bank- 
rupt and that the Americans could uot 
complain of ihia country being a refnga 
for .such men aa the prisoner when ihoy 
ihumselves afforded shelterfaiid protection 
to villains of u darker shade who were en- 
deavoring to destroy society by means of 
dynamite and similar methods.

\Tlie lumber trade on the Pacitic coast 
has been (.(vortakoi; by u pori'id of dull- 
rieas. The hinihor men have had four or 
five prosperous ycirs. During the most of 
that time they have maintained a pretty 
stiir price for luniber through a combi- 
nation e.iLteiidliig to the wholuaale and re- 
tall dealers. Tho last combination fociued 
by mill mnn put the jirice of cargoes of 
Pugot Sound lu(|)bor up to ;J1,S a thou- 
sand, with a consequent retail price of 
l^litj a thousand, (hiu of the larger lum- 
ber inanufactiirers, and whoso tiriu brinos 
about half of all the Pugot Sound lumber 
to this market, streiiuoualy o[ipoaed such 
extreme prices. He niaintnined that it 
would I'cbult ill tho building of now 
inlUa, and that o /er-prnduution would 
knock down thu price, so that no money 
could he made by the inanuf.»oturer. H« 
was overruled, the combination putting 
the price to extreme tignrea. Tho conac- 
iinence was that about thirty new mills 
wore constructed, and the over-produc- 
tion predicted was the result. The coiii- 
bioation went to pieces; and now it ia 
dilticult to sell cargocH of Pugot Sound 
lumber idloat in tlila harbor at §10 per 
thousand feet. .-\ t |jreaent there is not a 
dollar in tho buainoaa. Over-production 
has piled up lumber at the milts and in 
the "bone yards," until there is nearly a 
year's stock nhuad. The low prices, of 
course, encourage bnildinsj. Hut the 
local consiiniplion caiuuit keep down tho 
iinineiiso accumulation of stock. It is the 
old atory of over- pr'.uliionoil- 'fhero is 
no law to reyiilatii it e.\cept that of de- 
mand. 'I'ho oonsiimer for five years vrai 
uonipelled to pay pretty stiff prices for 
luniber. The boot is now on the other 
log. Had thu cargo price been maintained 
al ylo per ihuiisaiid foot, that price would 
probably ha\-e ruled to-day. — .S. Jinl-

Ilovv Guliick Borrowed Money 
of His Employees atiid Fail- 
ed lo Pay Tlieiii. 

Proceedinga in tho Gallick case were 
U4;ain resumed yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock in the supreme court before Judge 
Crease, Mr. Mills appearinc; fur the de- 
fence and Mr. Wilson for plaintitla. 

William Spencer being sworn doposocl 
that he waa a alioeinaker in the employ of 
(iallick and claimed !?2y '_'.'> for wages, 
-fudu'ment allowed. 

William Clark testified that he was 
foreman in Gallick's factory. He under- 
stood Mrs. Gallick was owner of tho buai- 
noaa. He was to receive §70 a month 
wages. Nothing had boon paid him dur- 
ing ,lui!o or July oicept S>'25, and ho 
claimed .SO.") aa bahuico due. Jiidgnioiit 
was allowed. 

Adolph Kuinsbuiger testified that he 
was clerk and salesman for (iallick. On 
going into Gallick's employ he loaned him 
8150 in cash, and received a promissory 
note as security. There was two months 
and a half wages due him at tho rate of 
t?-l() a iiioiith and board, (iallick had not 
[jaid him anything since thu 14th of May. 
Hb was sent. out by Gallick to sell goods 
and went to New Westminster where ho 
did considerable businoas making all re- 
turns to Gallick. According to agreement 
Gallick was to pay all oxpenaea ao when 
he ran out of money in Now WoatmiiiBtcr 
he telegraphed to (iallick for relief, but 
lhal functionary ignored the appeal and 
Mr. ivumsburger was obliged to get a loan 
of $15 on some jewelry to get back to 
Victoria. He began to suspect that 
everything was not riylit and demanded 
Ills money on laal week Monday after- 
noon, liallick informed him that it waa 
In tho bank and ho would draw it out 
next morning and pay him. 'I'hat night 
(iallick decamped leaving his employe 
without one cent for his work. 

Mr. Mills argued on behalf of defence 
that lis Ihe proinlsaory note was !;iven by 
(iallick personally and llioro was nothing 
lo show that the iiioney waa used in the 
business, judgment could not be allowed 
against Nlra. (iallick. Ho became a little 
too enthusiastic in his defence of this 
point, aiid the judge took exception to 
some remark and summarily adjourned 
the court, leaving the case at »/<t/n i^ko.

.Jno. (treon was yesterday charged at 
the police court with having in his pos- 
session a large luimbor of deerakiiis. 
Otlicer Stewart teatiQed that ho had .seen 
accused, and other men niiloading several 
bales of akiiia from the schooner Peole 
und his auapicions being aroused ho got 
aeveral gentlemen who were acknowledged 
to be experts, to examine them andHhey 
certified them to have been from recently 
killed tleer. Ur. .lackaon stated that ho 
bad examined several of tho skins and in 
hia opinion some uf llioiii were from deer 
that had been killed within oiib month 
aud some longer; aud the closu season 
couiaieiicod the tenth of January. Upon 
counting tho skins there were found to be 
'107 , out of which 'JO.'^ wore pronounced to 
be green or from animals killoj out of 
aoason.

The court believing Mr. Green's state- 
ment, merely imposed the smallest lawful 
ponalty (SIO fine) and ordered that the 
green skins be oontiscated.

ground, auajionded by bracelets around 
his ankles. This position is comfortable 
enough for the first two minutes, but by 
the time live minutes have elapsed thu 
convict will be ready to call for mercy. 
Tho ]>unigbment has been resorted tn in 
but three instancos, and no convict ever 
perinita himself to undergo it a second 
time.
